Americans are-ready to fight for their country when necessary, 
but there are-too many .who'imagine that a willingness to do 
that and to'shout for the flag is the sum.and substance of 
patriotism, which is very far from the truth. 


True patriotism means a willingnes to serve the country in 


peace as well as war, in private life as well as in public life, and 
to promote the desire to do this something more than tlie dis- 
play of the flag at poll.i'jjg: places;' iflnd; elsewhere .is necessary. 
The flag is ail right and;shoiild''bevdisplayed'on,every proper 
occasion and honored b'y'.all, but ilM^jil/not do.;lo depend on 
tiiis as the basis and leather of patriotism. 


A great deal of attention.\s paid to the.flag in the public 


schools of the country; and this is well, but what do boys who 
have been taught to salute and revere the flag think when they 
reach maturer years and find corruption in elections rampant 
and public officials using their positions for graft and personal 
aggrandizement? 
A few object lessons of this kind lead to; 


the early conclusion that the flag is not all, and that it is quite 
possible to shout for the flag and handle public trusts in a very! 
improper manner at the same time. 


How the Situation is to be remedied except through the 


process of evolution it is impossible to say, but it is safe to say 
the desired change will never be brought about by a display of 
the;flag at. the polls. There mnst:be a display of honesty in 
public life and a proper -contempt for the'men who prove'un- 
faithful to public trusts. 'We -must give our attention to the 
substance as well as to the symbol If true patriotism is to be 
taught to the thousands who are apparently ignorant of the 
meaning of the word.
